Were you ut tbu holiness meeting ? 

Did you come out to the penitent- 
form ? 

Did Jesm make your heart clean ? 

And did yon receive tbe Holy Ghost ? 

If you gave yourself to God In the 
very best way you knew of, but did 
uot receive the Holy Ghost, I beg itf 
you not to be discouraged. Bo not 
take a backward etep, (Stand where 
you are and hold fast your faltU. The 
Lord means to bledH you. Keep look- 
ing unto Jesus, and fully expect Him 
to satisfy your heart's desire. Te!i 
Him you expect it, and plead His pro- 
mises. He says: "I know the thoughts 
1 think toward you j thoughts of 
peace and uot of evil to give yon an 
expected end. Then shall ye call upon 
Me, und ye shall go and pray 
unto Me, and I will lieurkeu 
unto you. Aud yo shall seek Me 
aad find Me, wheu yo shall search for 
mo with all your' heart, and I will 
be found of you, salth the fjord." (Jer. 
Xilx. 11-14.) ' Tills Is a wonderful pro- 
mise, and It Is for you. 

Has the devil tempted you more 
than ever since then ? Well, here Is 
another promise for you: "Oh, thou 
afflicted, tossed with tempest and not 
comforted, behold I will lay thy stones 
with fair colours, and lay tby founda- 
tions with sapphires. And I will make 
tby windows of agates, and thy gates 
of carbuncles, and all tby borders of 
pleasant utouus. In righteousness shalt 
thou be established." (lsa. 11 v. 11, 12, 
und H.) God is going to do wojiderfui 
things for you, K you will not cast 
away your fultli and your boldness. 

But, no doubt, eome ol you not only 
gave yourselves to God, but God gave 
Himself to you. You did receive the 
Holy Ghost. When He came In, self 
went out. You abhorred, you loath- 
ed yourself, and sank Into nothing- 
ness, while Jesus became all and In 
all. 

The reason why people get oo mixed 
up over the Eitiio Is because they 
haven't the Holy Spirit to showthea 
Its meaning. A cadet or bumble sol- 
dier, who 1k full ol the Holy Ghost, 
can tell more about tbe real, deep, 
spiritual meaning of the Bible than alt 
the doctors of divinity nnd theologi- 
cal professors In the world who nre 
not biipt^cd with the Holy Ghost, The 
Holy Ghost will make you love yonr 
Bible, until you will say with Job, "I 
esteemed the word- of His mouth mure 
than my necea-iary food" (.Jon sxui. 
V2) i rind with the Psalmist you will 
decluro His word-i to be "sweeter than 
honey and the honey-comb." (Ps. xls. 
10.) 

Don't think, however, when the tide 
flows out to "low-water mark" tbat 
tbe Comforter has left you. I remem- 
ber well how, after I had received the 
Holy Ghost, I walked for weuk- un- 
der a weight of Divine Joy and glory 
that was utmost too much for iny 
body to bear. Then the Joy began to 
tiutwlde. anil thcru wimltl by ultimate 
days of Joy aud peace; nnd on the 
days when there was no special ex- 



perience of Joy. tbe devil wonld tempi, 
me with tbe thought that I bad Jn 
some way grieved she Ht£y Spirit, 
and that He was leaving me. Bat Cod 
taught me it was the devil's lie. and 
that 1 must "bold fast tbe profession 
of my faith without wavering." (Heb. 
x. 23.) So I say to yea don'S think 
He has left yon because yoo are not 
overflowing with emotion. Hold fast 
your faith. He is with you, and wiu 
not leave yon after the bard time He 
bos had to get fully into your heart, 
without first letting yon know just 
why He goes. The Holy Spirit is not 
capracloas and fickle. He ha* to strive 
long to get Into your heart, and He 
will strive long before He will leave 
It, unless you wilfully harden your 
hpart and drive Him from yon. 

I am not writing this, however, for 
those who are carclois anil would as 
soon grieve Hlni as not. Bat for you 
whose licurti are tender, who love 
Him, and would rather die than lose 
Him ont of your hearts. I say to you, 
trust Him. When I had almost yield- 
ed to the lis o! KatiiB tbat tbu l.or.1 
had left me God gave me this text : 
"The children of Israel tempted tbe 
Lord, paying, 'Is the Lord among os 
or not ?' " (Ex. xvll. 7.) 

I ssw that to donht God's presence 
with mc, even though I felt no spec- 
ial sign of His presence, was to tempt 
Him, so I promised the Lord then 
that I would not doubt, but would be 
etroag in faltb. Glory to God for 
ever ! He has not left nie yet, and f 
am persuaded He never will. I can 
trust my wife, when I can't see her, 
and so I have learned to trust my 
Lord, even if I do not always feel tbe 
same mighty itlrrings of His power 
In me. I tell Him that I trust Him, 
and I do believe He is with me, and 
I won't please the devil by doubting. 

Bight here, after buvlng received

and so If yon begin to ««"k the Holy 
Spirit when yon already liave Him, 
you will grieve Him, What He wants 
is that yon nave faith. Therefore, 
having received Him Into your hearts, 
continually acknowledge His pres- 
ence, cbey Him, glory in Him, and 
"He will abide with yoa for ever." 
and His presence will be power in yoo. 
Do But luxp sixluns and crying lor 
more power, but ratber ^eek, by 
prayer and waticuiQincss and s&may us 
your Bi'rfe and tee nones* improve- 
ment .of every opportunity, to be a 
perfectly free channel for tbe power 
of tbe Holy Ghost Wbo is sow in yon. 
Believe God anil get yosrseSI oaiS of 
the way of tile Holy Ghost, that He 
may work tbrun^li yon.

WHAT DM KEEN ACCOMrUSHEO IN LESS THAN 
TWELVE MOUTHS. 

(Written for Liio Special Number.) 

Wu cannot do better tlion let Major 
i'rledrleli, tlte l'rovlnclul Secretary, 
speak for himself. Taking a retro- 
spective! glance, lie nays : 

1 urrlvud (it Spokane on .Tuno 14-th, 
18U5, at ten ut night, so that 1 could 
take charge of tlio Province, brand 
new, on date Saturday, tUe lGtli, at 
nlno o'clock In the morning. 

1 had a girod talk with tlie Officers, 
and felt my way round town tlmt day, 
auiong uthur tilings runted a liou-,0 
for a l'rovlnclul Headquarters, aud 
conducted ray muldea meetings aM l'ro- 
vlncial Officer uu Saturday and Hun- 
day. 

1 Ktarteil an office with four hor- 
rowed chairs and a borrowed table, 
and house-keeplnsr, with a tiny stove, 
u rustic- table, a tin-cun fur a kettle, 
and a borrowed bedstead. Tlic fol- 
lowing Haturday 1 left for my first 
trip around the other four Montana 
Corim which were then In existence, 
and on my return after a few days' 
rent, went at once to visit tlio Bri- 
tish Columbia Corps, bo that tlio whole 
o; the I'rovlnee was visited inside four 
week* after taking charge. The "l'ro- 
vinco" then consisted of 21 Officers 
and nlno corps; nevertheless, It took 
uik some tiuio to euver the ground, 
uh I bad to travel ovor 2,100 miles 
In tliut first trip alouo by railroad, 
elnetrlo car, lake ami oeoan steamer, 
by waggon and oa foot. Of course, 1 
di I sumo scouting on tbo trll) and 
Heiv the Kreut possibilities before us. 

My next trip wag dlroctod towurd 
tl.o scouting uf tlio region soutli oi 
W|iiiknne, as It was of Imiiortauee that 
1 should open miiuo oorps rlglit handy 
to Spokane. There were four oa that 
trip: Mrs. Vrledrleli, Enulgn Shon, 
and Cailul Mrs, Hlnuk, uusldes myself. 
We started out with hardly moro 
than enough money to pay our faro 
to Moscow, where we landed late In 
Lhu afternoon ; limited for u hull, $10, 
—for two days— and scoured a drum 
after seven ut night. No uanouuee- 
meut wli'itevor was made, and uo oao 
expected Ud. However, as soon us wo 
inarched four dull) oa the street sing- 
ing our songs, we drew a crowd to 
the street corners, and a short open- 
air gave uu a chance of announcing 
the meetings. We bad crowdod ltousen 
that Saturday and Sunday and met 
expenses, in this fashion w« invarlinl 
several towns with good succeed- In 
ont' plaeif we had come to our lust re- 
sources, und f spent the lust five cents 
In apples for supper for three. How- 
ever, la that place the liu.ll was given 
w free of charge, and wu managed 
to go on with the takings to the next 
place. 

Mortoow was Shortly Opened 

after that by Captain and Mrs. Oil- 
lotto, and has now a nleo little corps 
of soldiers aud recruits. 

Oar next opening was Doseman, 
Mont. Mrs, J'YIot'rlch and I went In 
faith, after having left two tickets 
for two officers to cofflfi on the next 
day, with nearly empty pockets. A 
hall was found over a saloon, In rath- 
er a dirty state, bat It mj soon 
ftwept ana lumber secured to make 
Bents and platform, A soldier from 
Blitto dropped In at the tleie and 
made us & donation of six ulmlfa fof 
the platform, so that wo were ready

the second night for the opening. Our 
uniform hnd announced us sufficient- 
ly, and Captuim; V/oadroff 2=d Hta=- 
bury arriving the next day, helped to 
stir up some excitement. A good crowd 
had gathered on the street and follow- 
ed to the Barracks. The people help- 
ed splendidly, and In a short time 
this place vraa free of debt. Captain 
IVoodroff and Lieutenant Zlcunrth 
raised In tlili pluco 9500 for the Sclf- 
lli'iilnl Fund. 
One of our early departures was 

Tne Crusadvrti uana. 

I wanted a band which conld travel 
from place to pluce, holding meetings 
and trying to get people saved, as 
well as preparing tlie soil for regu- 
lar work afterwards. It was rather 
difficult to got started, but as I be- 
lieve in the start being the worst 
part of It, I lii-gun with four players 
und took the leadership to »tnrt off 
lu the imiuejifclu vicinity of Spokttuu. 
Wo added players little by little un- 
til we had a fulr-slzed travelling band, 
which also Increased In practice and 
sweet playing. Etu-lgn Shea went with 
them for some tlms, und finally Lieu- 
tenant Man-Is, now Captain, was put 
In charge of the Band. They have 
done splendid work during their six 
months' travel. 

The third regular corps opened wan 
DIHon, Mont., by Cnpt. Brlcrly and 
Cadet Noble. Success met uu from tlie 
beglnulng. An old man was the first 
convert, He used to be a heavy drink- 
er and smoker, hut found the destroy- 
er of ail sin's tetters In J etuis. After 
Dillon followed Lcwlston, Idaho; Knl- 
Isiicll, Mont,, and Wallace, Idaho, In 
quick succession In the onward march 
of the Army.. LeTrlston was first vis- 
ited by the Crusaders* Hand, who 
had nlno converts In their first five 
meetings. Ono of these converts kept 
Up Eome prayer meeting: and wrote 
urgently for us to open there, Cap- 
tain Uumsdell was despatched, and bos 
had the Joy of seeing many >onls 
saved. KalLtpell was (flvcn a liard 
name by a number of people of whom 
I Inquired, but Inside of three months 
after opculug by Cuptuln Mclndoe and 

emits were on o'tr rolU and In good 
standing: The crowds arc continuing 
nicely uad the work rolls oa. 

Tno Cceur d' Aleno Mines 

were considered an rough a place as 
exist* In the West, and from many 
Hourcos 1 was Informed that if any 
place needed the U. A. It would be In 
the Coour d'Aloue*. Wallace, Idaho, 
uppoured to bo tlio central place, and 
on a scouting trip I landed there 
ono cold December night, after being 
all day on an accommodation train. 
Wallace Is situated on a high altitude 
near the divide. In a narrow canon. 
They told me that la winter the son 
Itself can ouly bo seen two hours In 
the daytime, und It seems quite pro- 
bable from the apppiiriinpo of th? E ur- 
roundlng mountains. I secured a hall 
in faith, and, lifter returning to Upo- 
kano from my trip, arranged for the 
L'rusudord' Band to make a toor 
through the Coour d'Alene Mountains 
to Montana, and booked them far 
uhoiit two weeks at Wallace.

and secured a stove. 

JUarysvllte, Mont., Is the latest open- 
ing. Ensign Woodroff. who so auo- 
ectifnlly upenod iftncinan, Is In charge, 
assisted at present by Cnptala Bar- 
ton.

We started, as I said, with 21 of- 
ficers and nine corns, and have now
